5 p.m. ; by the Letter Carriers ringing bells (on payment of one penny 
with each) from 4 to 5 p.m.; at the Branch Post Offices, at Charing 
Cross, Old Cavendish Street, and 10S Blackman Street, Borough, 
till 6 p.m. ; and with a fee of one penny (which must be paid by a Stamp 
affixed to the letter) until 6*30 p.m. Letters are received at the General 
Post-Office , St. Martin’s-le-Grand, and at Lombard Street, until 6 p.m. ; 
and until 7. p.m. upon payment of a fee of one penny (or an affixed stamp) 
in addition to the postage which must then be paid in advance ; and front 
7 till half-past 7 upon payment of sixpence with each. 

General Post Letters for the Day Mails cau be put into the Receiving 
Houses till eight o’clock in the morning of the day on which the Mails 
are despatched. 

Newspapers must be put into the Receiving Houses before p.m. : at the Branch Post 
Offices, before half-past 5 p.m. ; or at the General Post Office, Si. Martin’s-le-Grand, 
before 6 p.m. And each Newspaper given with a penny to the letter Farriers ringing

Foreign letters, except those for India, via Marseilles, which must be 
posted at the same hours as Inland Letters, are, on Tuesdays and Fridays , 
received at the Branch Offices, Charing Cross, Old Cavendish Street, and 
108 Blackman Street, Borough, until 8 p.m., at the General Post Office, 
in St. Martin’s-le-Grand, and at the Branch Office in Lombard Street, 
until 10 p.m. ; and at St. Martin 1 s-le- Grand only from 10 until 11 p.m. on 
payment of one penny, and after 11 and until half-past 11 r.yu on pay¬ 
ment of sixpence . 

All Receiving Houses arenow for the receipt of General, Foreign, Ship, 
and District Post Letters, both paid and unpaid, with the exception of 
those 24 Cornhill, 21 Charing Cross, and 313 Regent Street, near Lang- 
ham Place, at which places General Post Letters cannot be received. Un¬ 
paid Letters must be dropped into the box, and Paid Letters taken into 
the Office.

POSTAGE CONVENTION WITH FRANCE 


A new Convention having been made with France, the following 
alterations in the rates of Postage have taken place: 

LETTERS TO AND FROM FRANCE AND PASSING 
THROUGH FRANCE. 

The British rate on all Letters addressed to France and Algeria, or 
to countries through France , is reduced to 5 d. o a Letter not exceeding 
Half an Ounce in weight, and the French rate on such Letters is reduced 
to bd. on a Letter under the weight of a Quarter of an Ounce , to whatever 
place in France or Algeria the Letter may be addressed, excepting how¬ 
ever all Letters conveyed by British Packets in the Mediterranean, which 
will be liable to the British Mediterranean rates in addition to the above 
mentioned British rate of bd. from England. 

The French transit rate on Letters passing through France also, will 
be reduced to bd. on a Letter under the weight of a quarter of an ounce, 
but the other Foreign Rates vary according to the limit to which the 
Letter may be paid. 

All Letters addressed to France, or to countries through France (ex¬ 
cept to those countries hereafter mentioned to which the British Rate 
need only be paid), are liable to both the British and Foreign Rates com¬ 
bined in the same manner as such combined rates are now charged on 
Letters paid to destination ; for instance, a Letter not exceeding Half an 
Ounce is liable to one British rate, while a Letter under a Quarter of an 
Ounce is liable to one Foreign Rate, and so on in proportion, as shown in 
the following scale:—

The British charge increasing two rates of Postage for every additional 
ounce, according to the scale of weight for charging Inland Letters, and 
the Foreign charge increasing one Rate of Postage for every additional 
quarter of an ounce. 

The following Statement shows what Letters may he sent unpaid , and what 
are the lowest Rates on those Letters which require Payment in advance 
in order to be forwarded. 

France and Algeria, unpaid; Alexandria, Malta, unpaid, both by French 
and English Packets; Constantinople, the Dardanelles, Greece, Papal 
States, the Two Sicilies, Smyrna, Tuscany, unpaid , when sent by the French 
Mediterranean Packets ; Baden, unpaid; Bavaria, unpaid; certain Northern 
States of Europe and certain German States when served through the 
office of the Prince of Tour and Taxis, unpaid; Turkey, the Levant, the 
Archipelago, the Ionian Islands, Austria, Venetian Lombardy, Switzer- 
lind, bd. ; Germany, (except the States served by the Prince of Tour and 
Taxis) Belgium, Holland, bd ., if specially addressed vid France; Spain, 
Portugal, Sardinia, Southern Italy (when not conveyed by Mediterranean 
Packets) 10cf.; India, &c. as far as Bombay Is.
